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Drouth in County Third Worst 
Since 1901, Farm Agent Says 


Pastures, Stock Pon 
Yields Except for 


ds Dried Up, Crop 
Wheat and Corn 


Severely Reduced. 


St. Louis county farmers are 
suffering their third worst 
drouth since 1901, Paul Ber- 
nard, county agricultural exten- 


sion agent, said today. 

Pastures and. stock ponds 
have dried up and creeks are 
mere trickles, he reported. Crop 
yields, except for wheat, and 
corn, have been severely re- 
duced. 

Moreover, Bernard said, “un- 


to bring up the level of the 
water table in the ground, 
there will ba a tremendous loss 
in trees and other hardy 
shrubs.” 
The same situation holds 
true for Jefferson, Franklin and 
St. Charles counties, he said, 
although this area of eastern 
Missouri is better off than the 
southwest part of the state and 


and Oklahoma. 

“T don’t have any damage es- 
timate in terms of dollars and 
cents,” Bernard said, but it 
would be terribly -high. Last 
year was also a bad one, but 
this year we're getting the cumu- 
lative effects of what amounts 
to two drouth years.” 


So far, the years 1934 and 
1936 are still considered to be 
worse than 1953, but, as Ber- 
nard pointed out, 1953 is not 
over yet. Weather Bureau fig- 
ures show that rainfall, meas- 
ured at Lambert-St, Louis Field, 
has been about 27 per cent be- 
low normal over the last 19 
months. 

St. Louis county is suffering 
less than some counties because 
the beef and dairy cattle indus- 
try is not large there, Bernard 
pointed out. 

Pasture failures and reduced 
hay crops have forced early 
sales of beef cattle, he said, and 
made’ farmers dip into feed 
which would have been used'this 
winter. Government feed at re- 
duced cost has been made avail- 
able to eligible cattle raisers to 
help meet the emergency. 

However. the cattle-feed situa- 
tion has not yet resulted in a 
milk shortage for the St. Louis 
area, the market administrator’s 
office for the St. Louis milkshed 
reported. A spokesman said 
a drop in supply would show up 
in “six weeks to two months” if 
at all. St. Louis county supplies 
only 2 per cent of the milk con- 
sumed here.

Pointing out that 
this statute has been unchanged 
for many years, Dalton declared 
he did not think it was broad 
enough to “meet the problems 
that have arisen on present day 
racketeering.” 

He urged that a careful study 
be made of federal laws and the 
statutes of other states as a 
guide post in writing a clear 
and effective anti-racketeering 
law for Missouri. 

Drawing on the experience of 
his current investigations, Dal- 
ton declared the Attorney Gen- 
eral and local prosecutors are 
handicapped because they do 
not have the power to subpena 
witnesses and take their testi- 
mony under oath, except before 
a grand jury. 

It is imperative that they 
have these powers, because the 
“crime syndicates know no 
boundary lines,” he said. The 
present grand jury system Is in- 
adequate to meet the needs of the 
“jet age,” he added, because it 
is expensive and cumbersome 
and the jury’s jurisdiction is 
confined to one county.

On Transmission Lines. 


In dealing with the transmis- 
sion of power from federal dam 
sites, McKay indicated a per- 
sonal preference for selling it 
at the dam site. This, he said, 
has been the very successful 
practice followed at Hoover 
(Boulder dam. 

McKay rejected the “more 
aggressive” policy favored by 
others who would have the Fed- 
eral Government build a “vast 
system” of transmission lines, 
but said the Administration 
would “go down the middle of 
the road.” 

It would be the policy he said, 
to provide primary transmission 
lines “unless other agencies, 
public or private, have provided, 
or will provide these transmis- 
sion facilities.” 

The department, McKay said, 
would “look with disfavor” on 
any power proposal whereby a 
large industrial consumer of} 
electrical energy seeks to obtain 
federal power through prefer 
ente agencies, such as ¢co-oper® 
atives and public utility districts, 
if this has the effect of denying 
power to household or farm 


users. 

Many such contracts made in 
the past, he conceded, as with 
aluminum reduction plants, have 
been necessary to national de- 
fense, and he said the new policy 
would be set aside if national 
defense considerations required 
it. There was no intention, he 
said, of canceling such contracts, 
indeed they may be extended and 
expanded from time to time. 

Resale Rates. 

McKay said the provisions in 
existing contracts in which the 
Department of Interior retains 
control of rates which may be 
charged for resale of elettrical 
energy from federal sources 


have been “onerous and dis- 
tasteful.” 
“It is desirable,” he _ said, 


“that federal energy should be 
sold at resale rates which are 
reasonable and non-discrimina- 
tory, but we see little reason to 
presume that the Department of 
Interior is better equipped to 
maintain this standard than are 
the officers and managers of 
other publie agencies.” 

Many people, Mekay said, 
have an exaggerated idea of the 
importance of federal power. 
Actually, he said, the federal 
government generates only 11% 
per cent of the power in the 
country and this percentage may 
rise to 15 per cent by 1955 when 
projects under construction are 
completed. 

But he went on to talk about 
the danger of monoply, and said 
he did not like monoply in any 
form, “whether it be a monoply 
of individuals, of corporations, 
or of the federal government.” 

“The federal government, the 
states, local agencies, and pri- 
vate capital,” he said, can all 
be utilized in a comprehensive 
plan to make America still 
stronger. “We do not assert on 
behalf of the Interior Depart- 
ment all wisdom as to America’s 
future. We want to make our 
contribution and in our proper | 
sphere do those things which 
need to be done which others 
cannot do.” .

In Atomic Race; Threat E Foreseen 
Regardless of Bomb Stockpiling 


Experts Think It Likely That. America Is 


Two Years Ahead on Hydrogen Weapon, 
but Warn That Our Own Progress No 
Longer Is a Full Safeguard.

USSIA is following closely in the path of the United States, 
if not actually catching up, in the race for mastery of atomic 
weapons. It may or may not some day overtake this country 


in the number of stockpiled weapons, but the point is relatively 
unimportant, in the opinion of many experts. 


For the time will come, these 
authorities believe, when the 
Soviet Union will have at its dis- 
posal ‘enough bombs to pose an 
extremely dangerous threat to 
American security — regardless 
of how many bombs the United 
States may then possess. 

Even now, said Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic 
Energy Commission in à letter 
made public today, it is “a fal- 
lacy to assume that a 
of atomic weapons in our own 
hands is in itself any longer a 
complete deterrent to aggressive 
action.” 

Measure of Progress. 

Officials here said the measure 
of Soviet progress in the drive 
for greater and greater military 
power is one of the more sigifi- 
cant aspects of Moscow's an- 
nouncement that a type of -hy- 
drogen bomb had been explod- 
ed. The announcement was fol- 
lowed by 
Strauss that an explosion involv- 
ing “thermonuclear” .or hydro- 
gen fusion reaction had oc- 
ae in the Soviet Union Aug. 


It was not an unforeseen de- 
velopment. Soviet Prime Minis- 
ter Malenkov had declared on 
Aug. 8 that the United States no 
longer had a monopoly on the 
hydrogen bomb. 

The fact that the explosion 
came off, and that Moscow's 
report of it was supported by 
outside observation, marks a 
new stage in Russia’s progress. 
Also, it introduces into policy 
calculations of governments all 
over the world a hard new fact 
that the Soviet Union may be 
whittling down the margin of 
atomic superiority which the 
free nations in years past have 
worn like a shield against the 
threat of Soviet aggression. 

What impact this may make 
upon international relations is 
still a subject of pure specula- 
tion, except that it seems cer- 
tain to bring new demands for 
disarmament and bars on atomic 
weapons—without any evidence 
that East and West can get to- 
gether on the central issue of 
how to disarm. 

There may be strong new 
pressures from small nations to 
find neutrality for themselves 


a statement from too, 


in the hope that a possible con- 


flict of the titans would some- 
how pass them by. 

United States experts noted 
that while the Moscow an- 
nouncement referred to the ex- 
plosion of a hydrogen bomb, it 
stated that the explosion was 
made with experimental aim. 
They were inclined therefore to 
equate the first known Russian 
hydrogen blast to experimenta- 
tion in thermonuclear reactions 
which the United States ran at 
Eniwetok in the Pacific in 1951, 
and again last November. 

From this comparison, United 
States experts said it was 
reasonably safe to say that the 
United States was two years 
ahead of the Russians in work 
on hydrogen reactions. 

Put another way, the experts 
believe that Russia's H-bomb 
project is still in the develop- 


ment phase. They seem fairly 
confident that it is not in 
production. 


A careful distinction is drawn, 
between what Americans 
normally name a “device” and 
what they call a “bomb.” It is 


usual procedure to make first a Carth 


device which would explode 
under controlled circumstances 
but which would be either too 
bulky or unsafe to load into an 
airplane, haul a great distance 
and drop upon a military target. 
A device is a research gadget; 
a bomb is a weapon ready for 
combat. 
Production Stage. 

The Russians are assumed 
here to have a number, perhaps 
relatively small, of atomic bombs 
and the know-how at least of 
the hydrogen bomb device. As- 
suming that they have the in- 
dustrial resources, they should 
now be able to go forward 
steadily in the production of 
weapons of both types or either, 
a choice lying in the fact that 
much material which goes into 
a Hydrogen bomb could be used 
instead to make several uranium 
bombs. 

As policy makers here see it, 
it will not be necessary for the 
Russians to make as many bombs 
as the United States in order 
to establish a kind of balance 
with this country. It will merely 
be necessary for them to have 
enough bombs, coupled with the 
capacity to deliver them, to be 
able to do this country vast dam- 
age should war come.

Russian Scientist One of World's 
Top Authorities on Hydrogen

I IS NOT generally known that for years Russia has had the 
8 


considered as one of the world's two or three greatest authori- 
ties on hydrogen. His name is Peter Kapitza. 


“Prof. Kapitza has 
competence in the technical 
problems relating to hydrogen 
weapons,“ said the late Senator 
Brien MeMahon when he was 


chairman of the United States 
Joint Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy. From another Washington 
source we know that Kapitza's 
particular competence was on 
the major problem of the hydro- 
gen bomb— the behavior of ma- 
terials at very high and very 
low temperatures. 

In December 1945, Kapitza 
announced publicly in Moscow 
that he had transformed hydro- 
gen into a hard, visible metal. 

“I obtained visible solid hy- 
drogen by freezing gas at 261 
degrees below zero centigrade. 
I ‘killed’ the thermal motion of 
the atoms of hydrogen and saw 
this metal in a state of rest. 
When I close a switch — 
a current of 75,000 amperes, a 
huge magnet turns the hydrogen 
into gas. These investigations 
are of great importance in build- 
ing up a new theory of metals.” 

Beyond the A-Bomb. 

This was a clear enough no- 
tice to the out side world that 
Red scientists were already then, 
in 1945, thinking beyond the 
A-bomb. 

Peter Kapitza is 59 years old 
now. Russia’s top scientist in 
both atomics and the field of 
hydrogen, a brilliant blend of a 
powerful researcher and a prac- 
tical engineer, he is well taken 
care of by the Soviet Govern- 
ment. The Red rulers give him 


Soviet state. 

In the past four years hardly 
a line has been printed of him 
in the Moscow press—so secret 
is his work, so mysterious his 
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regime of terror and lies. He 
had lost his wife and child th 
the Russian famine early in the 
Bolshevik revolution, and 
blamed the Reds for this tragedy. 

Many honors were bestowed 
by the British on Kapitza. He 
was elected to the Royal Society, 
the first foreigner to be so 
singled out in two centuries. He 
was a member of the British In- 
stitute of Physics, of the Cam- 
bridge Philosophical Society, 
and of Trinity College. 

He applied for and received 
an American patent for one of 
his inventions. Later he was 
awarded the coveted Franklin 
medal of the Franklin Institute 
of Philadelphia. 

As his renown spread the 
world over, Stalin realized what 
a mistake it had been for his 
border guards to let Kapitza 
through. For years Stalin's 
agents in England worked on 
Kapitza — on his _ patriotism, 
nostalgia, and gullibility.

McKay’s first major action in 
the power field, he, to all prac- 
tical purposes, ended all hope 
of construction of the proposed 
Hungry Horse dam in Idaho, a 
huge multipurpose project ob- 
viously beyond the means of lo- 
cal, public or private enterprise. 

Private power companies which 
haye been eagerly seeking to ob- 
tain power from the great cen- 
tral valley project in California 
and from the Bonneville power 
administration in the northwest, 
apparently now have the break 
for which they have been wait- 
ing. It is possible, as well, that

This struggle mainly was with 
the Shah. When the Shah re- 
fused to let Mossadegh become 
his own war minister in July 
1952 the frail but iron-willed 
Premier resigned and the Shah 
appointed former Premier Ah- 
med Qavam—a rightist—in his 
place. But Mossadegh's resig- 
nation was only a political dodge. 

Two days later, violent riots 
and bloodshed broke out.

When Secretary Dulles flew to Korea for his 
post-armistice consultation with President Syng- 
man Rhee, the big question was whether South 
Korea’s observance of the truce. would have to 
be bought at the price of an undue subjection 
of American policy to Rhee’s demands. 

The course of the United Nations debate on 
the makeup of the Korean political conference 
again raises the question whether Mr. Dulles 
did pay such a price. Walter Lippmann and 
others report that the price was a commitment 
to oppose any unification of Korea except under 
the government of Syngman Rhee. 

If this is true, it would help to explain why 
Ambassador Lodge is conducting such a vigor- 
ous campaign to prevent the inclusion of India 
in the political conference. 

Why should the United States go to such 
great lengths, in contravention of its own strenu- 
ous efforts to keep India out of the Communist 


camp, to exclude the largest non-Communist, 


power in Asia from a conference dealing with 
Asian problems? 

Various reasons have been given in public, 
but none of them seems to stand up. And so 
some color of authenticity is given to the dis- 
turbing rumors that the American position is 
based on a fear that India, as a participant in 
the’ political conference, might work for a type 
of Korean settlement which, by reason of Mr. 
Dulles's commitments to President Rhee, the 
United States cannot support—specifically, a 
settlement which calls for unification not under 
the Rhee government but under a government 
chosen by the Korean people. 

India might very well back such a form of 


unification. In fact, some such form appears to 


be the only one with a chance of success. The 
bitter civil war that has been raging in Korea 
makes it virtually certain that neither of the 
governments which conducted that war can 
presently command the support of a unified 
Korea. 

To oppose any unification except under Rhee’s 
government, then, may amount to dooming the 
political conference to failure before it ever 
starts. Rhee, of course, has always contended 
that it would fail. If he has now enlisted the 
United States in a policy that will all but guar- 
antee failure, then it would seem futile to hold 
the conference at all. 


Has the United States committed itself to a 
policy which in effect means that Korea cannot 
be peacefully unified? The statement issued by 
Mr. Dulles and President Rhee at the end of 
their talks specifically said: “There are no other 
agreements or understandings stated or implied 
resulting from these consultations other than 
those herein contained.“ 

We hope that is true. But unless there is some 


sort of understanding with Rhee, the State De- 


partment’s strong stand against Indian partici- 
pation in the conference is all the more diffi- 
cult to comprehend. 
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Builder, Spare That Tree 


Here is a hearty second to Dendrologist F. G. 
Meyer’s protest against the practice by many 
builders of cutting down all the trees on a lot 
before building a house.

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Italy’s “Temporary” Future 

Italy’s governmental crisis has been solved— 
alter a fashion. Former Premier De Gasperi 
and his deputy, Attilio Piccioni, having failed 
to form acceptable cabinets, another member 
of their Christian Democratic party, Giuseppe 
Pella, was brought forth to form a makeshift 
government of self-limited authority. 

Pella, former Finance Minister, calls it a gov- 
ernment of “technicians” with only one major 
assignment: to get a budget adopted before the 
constitutional deadline in October. Its members 
are to be regarded as administrative experts 
rather than as politicians, and they are to deal 
with no political issues. No wonder Pella said: 
“Our future is temporary.” 

The new regime encompasses the complete 
elimination of De Gasperi. He is not even to 
serve as Foreign Minister. This sacrifice may 
give Pella enough’ votes from the near right and 
the near left to enable him to complete his 
budgetary job. But if he adheres to his narrow 
scope, Italy will not have a real government. 
And if he exceeds it, the country may have 
none at all. 

So close a political balance can hardly endure 
very long. New elections before spring seem in- 
evitable. Meanwhile it is to be hoped that Italy 
—and the West of which Italy is a part—will be 
confronted by no major crisis. 
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For Inquiring Congressmen 

President Eisenhower's Social Security exten- 
sion plan reached Capitol Hill too late for ac- 
tion before adjournment, but members of Con- 
gress will have a good chance to ponder it and 
to discuss it with constituents between sessions.

The Political Juice Wins 

The Post Office Department has withdrawn 
its fraud order against that bubbling battery 
additive, AD-X2. This is a victory for the politi- 
cal champions of the product and its manufac- 
turer, Jess Ritchie, but they had to shift their 
line of attack to win it. 

Their original target was the National Bu- 
reau of Standards, which had tested AD-X2 
and found it of no value. Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks fired the bureau’s distinguished chief, 
Dr. Allen V. Astin, and questioned whether the 
finding was objective. This political interfer- 
ence with a scientific agency evoked such pro- 
tests that Dr. Astin was temporarily reinstated. 


Next a committee led by Senators friendly to 
the cause of AD-X2 investigated AD-X2. Aside 
from finding that the additive bubbled and in- 
cluded epsom salts, the committee did not find 
how good or bad AD-X2 might be. Certainly 
the Senators were unable to prove the scientists 
wrong. 

At this point Chairman Thye bravely offered 
to stop the inquiry if the Post Office would 
withdraw the fraud order against Ritchie. Hence 
the public is treated to a surrender by the Post 
Office. Having asked for the Bureau of Stand- 
ards test in the first place, it now retreats with- 
out any proof that the tests wefe wrong and 
without even waitifig for the report of the scien- 
tific panel appointed by Secretagy Weeks to ap- 
praise the bureau’s methods. 

This is in no sense a defeat for the integrity 
of the bureau, which the knights of AD-X2 first 
attacked. For they had the wrong target. The 
bureau merely makes tests; it does not issue 
fraud orders. Congress long ago gave the Post 
Office and the Federal Trade Commission power 
to protect the consuming public against fraudu- 
lent claims of manufacturers, 

Plain political intervention has now put these 
agencies on notice to be careful about how they 
protect the public. 
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Reminder from Adlai Stevenson 

Democratic intra-party politicking is bound to 
enter a more active phase now that Adlai Steven- 
son is home from his long trip around the 
world. So far, most of the Democrats have been 
happy to lean against the box-seat railing. and 
watch the other team trying to field the hot 
ones. Now they are sure to start talking a little 
more about their own chances in the next 
inning. 

Adlai Stevenson, however, did not start the 
talk at the airport. Whatever he does in 


that line will have to wait at least until the big

Characteristically, he is putting first things first. 

The most important fact in all the world, as 
Mr. Stevenson saw it, is a profound desire for 
peace.

And that, he said, depends on the means, 
the will and the determination of the United 
States. No one else can do it. 

These are words for pondering in high places. 
There have been too many signs of late of con- 
flicts of interest and of disagreements as to 
method among members of the grand alliance. 
Politics was worth ignoring by Mr. Stevenson 
for the sake of emphasizing what should be ob- 
vious, but which apparently does not always 
seem so to the diplomats of the West.

Did Missouri Attorney General Dalton decide 
against joining Arkansas’s contest of the off- 
shore-oil giveaway because he is getting cold 
feet? We sincerely hope not. Yet there is not 
much reassurance in his explanation that if Ala- 
bama files another case later he may join in if 
it appears to be in the interest of Missouri 
citizens. 

Mr. Dalton is already on record as pledged 
to oppose the giveaway with the authority of 
his office. If he does not know by now that all 
opposition to this waste of national assets is in 
the interest of Missouri’s citizens, we hope he 
will learn in time to do something about it.

The choice was a political plant if 
there ever was one. During his time in 
Congress Cole was implacably against 
public housing of any sort—as the late 
Senator Taft, then “Mr. Republican” 
in the flesh, equally definitely was not. 


There is a chance that the selfish 
element of the real estate interests and 
the hell-for-leather Tories who con- 
trived Cole’s appointment to his pres- 
ent job, and lobbied through Congress 
the throatcutting of the federal public 
housing program, may yet be crossed 
up. But if the cause they connived 
against can still be rescued, the damage 
done to realistic and practicable slum- 
clearance cannot be wholly repaired. 


Cole acted like a proper investigator 
during the Chicago hearings. His atti- 
tude said, at least publicly, that he still 
has an open mind. | 

Whether in fact he does will be 
proved in his report, due Feb. 1, on 
which Congress’s future action as to 

ublic 2 and slum clearance will 


sed. 
Cole could have learned the facts 


without leaving Washington. He could 
have learned them from a Chicago Con- 
gressman, Representative Sidney R. 
Yates, whose district is the half-Gold 
Coast and half-slum or already blighted 
Near North Side. Yates knows all of the 
facts first-hand, and he clarioned them 
to Congress accurately and well. 


No Congressman ever fought more 
valiantly for a cause which was right, 
or lost with greater personal honor, 
than Yates did on this issue. He hasn’t 
quit the battle yet; but if it ‘has any 
chance of success depends largely on 
what the Cole report will be. 


Stripped to the bone, the facts are 
simple. Cities as old as Chicago have 
developed slum areas for an accumula- 
tion of reasons which boil down to the 
natural wear-and-tear of urban develop- 
ment and change. Nothing can cure 
those slums. They have to be eradi- 
cated. Only radical surgery will suffice. 

But that means that something has to 
be done with the people who live in 
slum neighborhoods so the surgery can 
be performed.’ 


No family lives in slum quarters be- 
cause it wants to. Families crowd into 
filthy warrens because they can’t af- 
ford anything else, If a slum is to be 
cleared and the section rehabilitated 
with decent structures, those people 
have to be moved out. That means quar- 
ters must be found or built. 


Private enterprise can rebuild a slum 
area after it has been cleared out, but 
it can’t afford to provide housing for 
the dispossessed at the rents they can 
afford to pay. 

Decent, low-rent housing for those 
families is an absolute necessity for re- 
covery of slum acreage, even if public 
housing had not also been proved to 
be—as it has been—a necessity for the 
very poor.

Such penalties were voted by 
the Senate, on motion of Senator 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, but 
were defeated in the House by 
the Southern Democratic-con- 
servative Republican coalition, 
which was directed on this issue 
by Representative Poage (Dem.), 
Texas, co-author of what came 
to be the Poage-Ellender law. 

Likewise, Congress rejected 
other proposals by the Truman 
Administration to meet this 
problem, which is daily becom- 
ing more acute, as Attorney 
General Brownell found. It also 
refused increased appfopriations 
asked by the former President 
for the Border Patrol, which Mr. 
Brownell found woefully inade- 
quate. 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion reduced the budget for the 
Border Patrol on its own initia- 
tive, which Mr. Brownell now 
knows. 


BERT ANDREWS DES: 
WASHINGTON WRITER 


Head of New York Herald 
Tribune Bureau Won

DENVER, Aug. 21 (AP) — 
Bert Andrews, chief of the New 
York Herald Tribune’s Washing- 
ton bureau, died here early to- 
day. He was 52 years old. 

He had been in Denver cover- 
ing President Eisenhower's ac- 
tities during the President's 
vacation here. 

Mr. Andrews suffered a mild 
heart attack Wednesday night, 


but had been believed to be re- 
covering. He died in a hospital. 


Eisenhower issued a statement 
saying he was “grieved at the 
news” and adding: “Mr. An- 
drews was a truly great reporter 
who always presented the tre- 
mendous news developments of 
our time fairly and accurately. 
He was also a personal friend. 
Like all those who knew and 
admired him, I shall miss him 
very much.” 


In 1947 Andrews published 
his series of stories on the fa- 
mous “State Department Secu- 
rity Case,” entitled “The Case 
of Mr. Blank.” This was a care- 
ful study of the case of a man 
fired. for “security” reasons, 
without proper hearing or a 

, and without being told 
what charges had been laid 
against him, or by whom. An- 
drews’s expose caused the State 
Department to reverse its policy, 
and helped check the “witch 
hunt” psychology which had 
started to sweep official Wash-

he received a Pulitzer Prize in

He entered the newspaper 
field on the weekly Royalton 
Banner, which he _ evntually 
bought. He later disposed of 
the Banner and bought the Fo- 
ley Independent, and in 1925 he 
bought the Wadena Pioneer 
Journal, which he published un- 
til his death. 

Knutson got his first brush 
with politics and lawmaking at 
the age of 14, when he served as 
a page boy of the Minnesota 
Legislature. In 1916, he ran for 
Congress and was elected to suc- 
cessive terms until beaten by 
Marshall in 1948.

and other labor-saving devices 
in the publishing business. Tape 
is punched on teletypesetters 
which automatically sets type 
when run through a type-casting 
machine.

They're both getting better all 
the time. 

A year ago as a rangy raw- 
boned rookie, greener than the 
grass that again proudly grows 
on the Busch Stadium infield, 
Mizell managed to win 10 ball 
games while proving himself one 
of the worst hitters ever to 
swing at a pitch where it wasn’t. 
He batted only .044, drove in 
just one run and lost a bet to 
Manager Eddie Stanky, who had 
wagered the L’il Abner of the 
mound wouldn't get five hits all 
season. Vinegar got just three 
in 68 times at bat. 

As a major league sophomore 
Mizell is a better pitcher this 
year, walking fewer batters, es- 
pecially with men on base, and 
improving his fielding that was 
as horrible as his hitting. 

And though he still wouldn't 


make Rogers Hornsby apologize 


for his lifetime ba average, 
the tall, black-haired kid is 
swinging a better bat. 

Has Batted In Eight Runs. 

At the moment Mizell has 
driven in eight runs on seven 
hits, which have included a dou- 
ble, triple and homer. His aver- 
age, still bashful, resembles a 
picket fence—it’s .111—but it 
has helped him score more than 
one of his 11 victories. 

Yesterday afternoon, it was 
Vinegar’s two-run double with 
the bases loaded and two out in 
the sixth inning that broke a 3- 
all tie and gave the Cardinals 
a 5-3 triumph over the Chicago 
Cubs. 

Mizell, who won one bet from 
Stanky this season when he col- 
lected more than five hits, might 
have added to his wardrobe if 
the field boss hadn't changed 
his mind. “I was going to bet 
him,” Stanky said, smiling, “that 
he wouldn’t get another one the 
rest of the year.” . 

The manager's judgment was 
good when he paused before 
wagering the big Alabama boy 
again, and it proved sound once 
more—with an assist from for- 
tune — when he decided that 
Vinegar needed help with two 
out and the tying runs on base 
in the ninth inning yesterday. 
Gerry Staley, taking over, re- 
tired Bill Serena on a game-end- 
ing line drive that sizzled direct- 
ly to Enos Slaughter. 

Four Hits Net Cub Runs. 

Earlier, however, Mizell had 
rolled with .a.. near-knockout 

unch, a four-hit fourth inning 
In which the Cubs scored all 
their runs. Significantly he is- 
sued none of his four walks at a 
time when they would have been 
most damaging. And before and 
after that one ineffective frame, 
he allowed just three other hits. 

The Cardinals, finishing with 
nine blows to the Cubs’ seven, 
drew a large assist from Chi- 
cago’s atrocious defense — the 
club’s biggest millstone in the 
depths of the second division— 
as well as from the arm and bat 
of Mizell. 

With two out in the third in- 
ning, Rip Repulski lifted a gar- 
den variety pop fly near the 
pitcher’s mound. The infield 
converged, conferred, caucused 
and then broke up the meeting 
just in time to let the ball plop 
for a scratch hit.

On Saving the Land

YEAR or so ago there came in the mail from 

the well-known St. Louis writer, Bess Pat- 

terson Gephart, the manuscript of a long

THE PIONEER FAMILY rests beside the 
epring and decides to settle here.. They build 
their cabin, clear the land and put it to the plow, 
And then, for a long period of years, they pros- 
per because of the stored-up fertility in the 
land. Gradually, however, this hard use takes 
its toll, Gullies begin to line the fields where, 
season after season, the plow has run up and 
down the slope. Yields gradually dwindle un- 
til one field after another is abandoned to sedge 
and persimmon sprout." At long last the old 
generation passes; but by the time the second 
generation takes over, the land is worn until it 
produces only a hard-scrabble livelihood.

UP ON THE HILLSIDES above the cultivated 
fields, however, there is still some timber of 
good size and this is finally cut to boost a pre- 
carious income. But now the rains fall un- 
checked on this and other farms in the valley, 
and run off with a rush, instead of seeping 
slowly down through the thick cover of vegeta- 
tion into the underground reservoirs. Gradually 
through the years, the stream from “the spigot 
in the hill” dries to a mere trickle. Then come 
the floods, roaring down the valley to wreak 
havoc on land and property. Not even the lives 
of the second generation are spared, for they 
are swept away on the crest of the angry waters 
with their possessions. 

At last comes a change for the better. A son 
in the third generation, with greater understand- 
ing than most of those who have gone before, 
dedicates himself to the rebuilding of the farm. 
Gradually the fields regain their lost fertility 
and bloom again, while a growth of young trees 
covers the steeper slopes. Once more the rain 
is held on the land where it falls, seeping down- 
ward to feed the trees and crops and finally 
reach the dry reservoirs underground. And 
gradually the spigot in the hill begins to flow 
again until, at the time of the young man’s wed- 
ding, it runs as it did in the olden days—a sym- 
bol of man's faith in the rebirth of the land.

At the Trail House also will be a dra- 
matic scale model of Brush creek which runs 
through the Arboretum and is an outstanding 
example of what can be accomplished through 
well-planned and scientifically executed water- 
management on the upper reaches of a stream. 
Here also will be the interesting and elaborate 
displays of the Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion on good land-use and wildlife restoration.

Western Classic 


T is wondrous to see what a director and a script writer 
with imagination, feeling and intelligence can do for the 
tritest subject. “SHANE,” at the FOX THEATER, has 
one of the half dozen plots that have been the staples of 
Westerns since Hollywood was born—the 
big cattleman versus the homesteaders. Its 
plot ingredients are standard too, on the 
surface—fist fights, the village saloon, 
murder, a gun duel, the noble gunfighter 
hero and the darkest killer-villain. All 
of which might sound like something 
you've seen two dozen times. 

Yet, in the inspired hands of Director George Stevens 
(who did “A Place in the Sun”) and of Screenwriter A. B. 
Guthrie Jr., this emerges (if you don’t classify “Treasure of 
Sierra Madre” as a Western) as the best Western ever made. 
And I am not excepting last year’s “High Noon.” “Shane” 
has boldness and turbulence, rich picturization, an epic 

and poetic feeling. It has a thoughtful penetration 
the feelings of little men forced to choose between 
fighting for their rights or giving them up. There is 
naturalism, yes, but some of the people emerge as larger 
than life, as if definitive of the characters of the Western 


the majestic Wyoming mountains brood over @ 
and fertile valley that seems to sing of peace 
happiness, and then violence obtrudes as a band of 
ranchhands trample down a vegetable garden. When Jack 
Palance, as a hired gunman, sets out to kill a scared but 


the muddy street as the gunman cold-bloodedly baits the 
man. The killing fs as shocking a murder as has been seen 
on the screen. Palance, dressed in black and smiling mock- 
ingly, stands on the saloon porch, and deliberately draws a 
on his pistol hand. Cook starts to draw, then stops, 
knowing he is beaten by the professional. Palance waits for 
a long moment, then chuckles and fires.

When Van Heflin, as Starrett, the most determined 
spirit among the homesteaders, puts on his revolver and 
starts to town to face his enemies and his almost sure 
death,, and his wife (Jean Arthur) pleads frantically with 
him not to go, the impact of the scene is heightened tre- 
mendously by their small son (Brandon de Wilde) running 
about with a wooden gun, screaming “Bang! Bang!” When 
Alan Ladd, as the ex-gunfighter Shane who has cast his lot 
with the homesteaders, fights with Heflin in the barnyard 
to prevent him going, the turmoil is raised to an, exciting 
pitch by the bucking and whinnying of the horses and the 
crashing of the frightened cattle trying to break out of 
their pens, 

When there is a fight in the saloon between Starrett 
and Shane on one side and the cattlemen on the other, it 
is not the usual movie judo and trading blow for blow non- 
sense, but a violent, brutal and bloody thing. When the 
settlers have a Fourth of July celebration, their own fight 
for independence is hanging over them, and most of them 
are not as brave as the patriotic speeches of Revolutionary 
history. The final gunfight is a masterpiece of tension ex- 
ploding into shocking action. 

The overtones give a feeling of Shane, in the eyes of the 
idolizing Starrett boy, as more than a mere gunman, as & 
knight errant in shining buckskin wandering a lawless land 
to right wrongs and destroy evil. He appears from nowhere 
on his horse, and at the end he rides off into the dusk, 
leaving a legend. 

Stevens has exacted some strong performances from all 
his people, including Ladd, who has never before been 
notorious for acting. Among the others I'd like to single out 
for good work are Emile Meyer as Ryker, the stubborn, 
fierce old cattle boss, Ben Johnson as one of his riders, 
Johri Dierkes as a cohort and Edgar Buchanan as a settler. 


Oscar Wilde Nicely Done 


I think only the British could have made Oscar Wilde’s 
“THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING EARNEST” (now at the 
PAGEANT) into the deft and thoroughly amusing thing it 
is. The artificiality and elegance of the thing, with dialogue 
9 5 that would be terribly stilted in ordinary 

2 hands, the epigrams used to cover a plot 
that reminds one of “Charlie’s Aunt,” are 
difficult things to handle these days of 
more realism in the theater, as witness 
Cornelia Otis Skinner’s “Lady Winde- 
mere’s Fan.” But, by making this an al- 
most broad satire on the London society 
of the times and its pompous manners, Director Anthony 
Asquith has given it high style and considerable sheen. He 
has been favored with superb performances in the spirit 
of the treatment by Michael Redgrave, Joan Greenwood, 
Dame Edith Evans and Michael Denison.

Topping. 

Four ripe, fresh peaches, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one teaspoon 
grated lemon rind, two tea- 
spoons lemon juice, two whole 
waffles (four sections each), one- 


-half cup heavy cream, whipped; 


two tablespoons sugar. 


Peel, pit and slice peaches. 
Add one-fourth cup sugar, one- 
half the lemon rind, and lemon 
juice. Blend gently so the lemon 
juice coats each slice. Let stand 
while baking waffles. When waf- 
fles are done, place one on plate 
and cover with half the peaches. 
Place second waffle on top and 
cover with peaches. Combine 
whipped cream, remaining lem- 
on rind and two tablespoons 
sugar. Spoon over top of 
peaches. Sprinkle cream with 
nutmeg, if desired: Yield: four 
servings.

“We all know that the gabbiness of wives often arises 
from the fact of being alone so much during the day, or at 
least being away from fellow adults,” he remarks. “But 
even then, what husbands object to in this talkativeness is 
talking that distracts them from something they wish to do 
more than listen, or when the talk is an uninteresting mono- 
logue. Too many wives even make their talk monologues.

Any woman, North or South, who is under too much 
tension, ought to reduce it, and I suggest that she write me 
(enclosing stamped, self-addressed envelope) for a copy of 
Psychologist Roswell H. Johnson’s suggestions on how to 
reduce nervous tension.

At precisely 1:30 p.m. on 
Aug. 3, 1949, the drama began. 

A car containing the Aga 
Khan, Moslem ruler and one of 
the world’s richest men, the 
Begum and her personal maid 
turned out of the driveway of 
the villa “Yakimour,” near 
Cannes, onto the main road for 
Nice. 

Sitting beside the Aga Khan, 
the Begum looked down for a 
moment at the small leather 
jewel case on the fleor between 
her and the maid—a jewel case 
containing, among other gems, 
the beautiful 25-carat 13 
diamond, which the Aga Khan 
had given her on the occasion 
of his silver jubilee, 

There was a fortune in that 
jewel case. The “Marquise” 
alone was valued at $180,000. 

The car slowed imperceptibly. 
Looking ahead, the chauffeur 
saw a man on- a bicycle, about 
500 feet away. The man lurched 
to a stop in the middle of the 
road; the chauffeur eased the 
car almost to a halt. 

“At that instant, another car, 
carrying four men, appeared 
and screeched to a halt in front 
of the Aga Khan’s auto, block- 
ing its path. The man at the 
wheel kept the motor idling. 
Three men leaped from the car. 
Two of them had guns. The 
third man wrenched open the 
door of the Aga Khan’s car. 

The Begum looked at him in 
terror. 

“Don’t do anything to us,” 
she pleaded. “We will give you 
all we have.“ Her husband hasti- 
ly agreed. 


R * * 
HE holdup man looked dis- 
dainfully at the money passed 
to him—only $50 from the 
fabulous Aga Khan, $625 from 
the Begum, and a little over $100 
from her maid. 

He knew what he was after. 
The jewel case. He snatched it. 
One of the gunmen spoke: 

“Soyez brave—be good,” he 
said to the Begum. “Don’t say 
anything. Let us go.” 

Just to make sure, they let 
the air out of the tires of the 
Aga Khan car. Then they sped 
off. The whole affair lasted less 
than five minutes. 


On all the roads of France, 
ears were stopped by police 
roadblocks. No trace. For the 
next five months, the police 
searched in vain for the robbers. 
Then, in the beginning of 1950, 
the case started to crack open. 

During a routine pickup of 
well-known criminals in the Mar- 
seilles section, Francois Sanna 
and Barthelemy Rubierti, two 
who participated in the actual 
robbery, were detained for ques- 
tioning. 


Almost immediately, they 
started “singing” long and loud, 
implicating Leca, whom they 
called the brain“ behind the 
robbery, and Charles Vincileoni, 
with Leca the owner of a Mar- 
seilles restaurant called “La 
Daurade.” They said Vincileoni 
had received the stolen jewels. 

The following men were 
quickly rounded up: Vincileoni; 
Jacques Benedetti, one of the 
holdup men; Jules Battistelli, on 
whom the “Marquise” diamond 
was found, cut down to 17 car- 
ats; Leon Jolivet at whose villa 
in Marseilles the jewels were 
temporarily hidden; Hilarion 
Fromanger, accused of cutting 
up the “Marquise”; Henri Waf- 
felman, a jeweler also accused of 
cutting up the “Marquise,” and 
a former professional soldier, the 
much-decorated French Army 
Maj. George Lindsay Watson. 

Watson was described in the 
French press as “happy only in 
time of war—otherwise a fis 
out of water.” In action, he was 
said to be completely reckless, 
a man who soldiered for the 
sheer pleasure of the smell of 
gunpowder. 

Watson was accused by sev- 
eral members of the gang of be- 
ing the.tipoff man—of having 
obtained information from Marie
